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EDITOR'S  NOTE 


The  following  pages  contain  another  in  the  series  of  provisional  bibli- 
ographies which  we  are  privileged  to  issue  in  the  field  of  sensory  re- 
search related  to  sensory  impairment,  and  with  special  reference  to 
the  blind  and  severely  visually  impaired. 

The  bibliography  was  prepared  for  us  by  Dr.  James  C.  Bliss,  Head, 
Bioinformation  Systems  Group,  Engineering  Techniques  Laboratory, 
Stanford  Research  Institute,  Menlo  Park,  California. 

Prepublication  copies  of  this  bibliography  were  distributed  to  the  par- 
ticipants at  a  conference  on  tactile  displays  held  at  the  Stanford  Re- 
search Institute  on  2/4  April  1969.    That  conference,  and  this  biblio- 
graphy, share  the  important  characteristic  of  opening  a  relatively  new 
field  of  inquiry,  that  of  the  interrelations  among  bioengineering, 
psychophysiology,  and  neurophysiology  when  attention  is  directed  to 
the  processes  involved  in  information  transfer  across  the  skin.    For 
this  reason,  the  present  bibliography  continues  the  "provisional"  nature 
of  this  series,  and  we  seriously  invite  suggestions  for  changes,  addi- 
tions, or  deletions  from  readers  and  users. 

Readers  may  also  be  interested  in  knowing  that  this  is  the  first  biblio- 
graphy to  be  prepared  from  punched  card  input  to  a  computer  program 
designed  to  prepare  master  pages  for  photo -offset  reproduction.    The 
debugging  of  the  program  has  been  completed,  and  we  believe  that  the 
costs  of  printing  bibliographies  in  this  way  will  not  exceed- -and  may 
be  less  than — preparation  of  master  copy  on  a  typewriter  by  a  human. 
Those  familiar  with  such  programs  will  immediately  appreciate  the 
ease  and  great  accuracy  of  preparing  revisions  of  the  bibliography;  and 
the  possibilities  for  automatic  retrieval  of  coded  information  on  the 
punched  cards  or  stored  data  file  in  the  computer.    We  intend  to  explore 
these  possibilities  as  time  and  funds  permit. 

The  highly  innovative  nature  of  this  bibliography,  on  both  counts,  under- 
scores our  desire  for  reaction  from  you,  the  reader  and  user  of  this 
document.    We  welcome  your  comments,  negative  or  positive. 
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
